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Proclamation by the Governor. 


* STATE GF MARYLAMD. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 


WHEREAS, Section one of Article fourteen 
ofthe Constitution of Maryland makes it the 
duty of the Governor to order the publication 

in certain newspapers to be designated by 
bim,ofany bill, or bills passed proposing any 
amendments to the said Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, sl the January Session, 1892, of 


~ the General Assembly of Maryland, a bill was 


pasted proposing an amendment 10 the Oon- 
stitution, which amendment ls Chapter 313 of 


the acts of 1882, and is as follows, to wit: 
CHAPTER 313. 

AN ACT to add an additional section to 
Article four of the Constitution of the State. 

SEcTION 1. Tb be enacted by the Generalis- 
sembly of Maryland, Three-fitths of all the 
members of the two houses concurring, that 
the following section be, and the same is 
hereby proposed, as an amendment to the 
Constitution of this State; and if adopted by 
the legal and qualified voters thereof, as here 


. in provided, the same shall supersede and 


stand in the place of Section thirty-nine of 
Article four of said constitution. 

Sec. 39. The General Assembly shall, as 
often asitmay think the same proper and 
expedient, provide by law for the election of 
un additional Judge of the Supreme Bench of 
Baltimore city, aud whenever provision isso 
made by the General Assembly, there shall 
be elected by the voters of said city another 
Judge of the Supreme Bench) of Baltimore 
city, who shall be subject to the same consti- 
tutional provisions, hold his office for the 
same term of years, receive the same com- 
pensation, and have the same powers as are; 
or shall be provided by the Constitution, or 
laws of this State, for the Judges of sald Su- 
preme Bench of Baltimore city, and the Gen- 
eral Assembly may provide bylaws, or the 
Supreme bench by its rules, for requiring 
causes in any of the courts of Ballimore city. 
to be tried beide the Court withont a jury, 
unless the litigants or some one of them shall 
within such reasonable time or times, as may 
be p bed, elect to have their causes tried 
beforeajury. And the General Assembly 
may reapportion change or enlarge the juris- 
diction of the several courts in said city. 

Sec.2 And be il further enacted, by he au- 
thority aforesaid, That the foregoing section 
hereby proposed as an amendment to the 
Constitution shall be,at the next general elec- 
tion to be held in this State, submitted to the 
legal and qualified voters thereof for their 
adoption or rejection in pursuance of the di- 
rection cobtained in article fourteen of the 
Constitution of this State: and at the said 
general election the vote on said’ proposed 
amendment to the Gonstitution sball be by 
ballot, and upon each ballot there shall be 


. written or printed the words “For the Consti- 


tutional Amendment,” or Against the Con- 
stitutional Amendment,” asthe voter may 
elect, and immediately after said election 
due returns shall be made to the Governor 
ofthe yotes for and against sald proposed 
amendments , as directed by said fourteenth 
Article of the Constitution.

mente aforesaid will be submitted. o` the 
legal and qualified voters of Maryland for 
adoption or rejection.

HAS THIRTEEN STRIPES.

flag. And yet—is it de to lack of patri- 
otism or to our national hurry?—the av- 
erage American, the schoolboy always 
barred, stutters and stammers when you 
ask him the simple, primary q t 
“How many stars ate there in the U 
States flag” After a thintits of hard 
thought he is apt to reply with any nurti- 
ber from 88 to 42. Even the third class 
in history would have answered imme- 
diately with one voice, “Forty-four!” 
There is much more of romance in the 
history of the adoption of Untle Sam's 
colors and more of symbolism in the 
choice of their details than is commonly 
thought. Captain Preble sev- 
eral chapters of his 90,000 a 
of the American Flag” to explain thes 
matters. Here is the story in short: 

In the_opening days of June, 1777, 
when the colonial troops had for more 
than two years been combating under 
any local flags that captured their fancy, 
congress, sitting at Philadelphia. -ap- 
pointed a committee to devise a common 

. The names of the members of this 
committee have been lost in the ancient 
dust of congressitinal histoF¥, bnt it id 
known that John Adaths Was thaltily ii. 
strumental in guiding it to its decisions; 
On June 14 congress unanimonsly adopt- 
ed its report, urging that -the flag of 
the 18 United States be 18 stripes, alter- 
nate red and white; that tue Union bë 
13 stars, white in a bine field, represent 
ing a new constellation.” 

A sample flag of silk, made by á good 
Quaker matron, was displayed in con- 
gress, having its union square and the 
stars forming the rim of acircle. 

Red, white and blue were 
firstly, because orangé, white atid blue 
were the colors of the only othe# tepublic 
of modern times, the old Dutch feptiblic 
of the preceding century, and; secondly; 
because they were the colors of thë New 
York regiments. Aneasy change turned 
orange into red. Stripes were chosen 
because they weré a symbolism of both 
the New York and the old Dutch flags. 
Stars are supposed tb have been selected 
because 18 figures being tequired for the 
nnion, they wert thë hibat a: ate 
for that number of devites fof d blue 
fieid. 

Thongh this tag was unanimously 
adopted and was shown toa goodly num- 
ber of the inhabitants of the Quaker 
City during the summer following, it 
was not officially announced until Sept. 
8. Paul Jones. the noted naval hero, im- 
patiently waiting for the eqnipment of 
his fast brig, the Ranger, at Portsmouth, 
N. H., was the first one outside of the 
Quaker town to display the ensign. He 
ran it up to the masthead of his stanch 
little man-o’-war and put to sea at once 
to disclose to the winds of the mid-At- 
lantic a banner ss free as themselves 
and to gain the honor off the Scotch 
coast of being the first to introduce. the 
star sprent flug to European eyes. 

On land, outside of Philadelphia, the 
flag was first flown during the battle of 
the Brandywine, floating above Lafay- 
ette when that 20-year-old major gen- 
eral was wounded. A month Tater it 
flaunted at the headquarters of Gates, 
when he received the surfendeting army 
of Burgoynes 

Uncle Sam's first flag remained un- 
changed for 18 years, though in the 
meantime the government was formally 
organized under a constitution, and two 
new states were added. In 1795 by the 
exertions of Senator Bradley of the new 
state of Vermont the number of stars 
and that of stripes were each increased 
to 15, the additions representing the 
Green Mountain State and Kentucky. 
This amended flag was the one borné by 
Harrison aiid Jackson on land and by 
Hull and Perry at sea in the war of 1812. 
In 1818 stripes were reduced to 18, and 
the present law of adding a new star for 
each new state admitted to the Union 
was passed.— Daniel D. Bidwell:in New 
York Ledger. X

It will be many days before the whole 
disastrous story will be told, 

Savannah, Ga., Aug. 30:— All the hor- 
rors of the great storm which swept over 
this city arenot yetknown. The destruc- 
tion was so wide spread that the citizens 
are forced to look after individga! neces- 
sities. Although the’ property| loss will 
not exceed half a million dollars, it is be- 
lieved that more than forty deaths wif 
be recorded when all the facts are known. 

New stories of disaster come at almost 
every moment, and many of them show 
that this city was not alone among the 
communities of Georgia visited by the 
storm which renewed the tales of woe 
following the hurricane of 188]. From 
manyjparts of the State the telegraph 
wires—which are still weak and imper- 
fectly working—bring stories of | distress 
which read like those within the exper- 
ience of many families in this city. 

From along the coast come new stories 
of distress. 

Richmond, Va., Aug. 80.—“ Five hun- 
dred persons are reported to haye been 
drowned on the Sea Islands.: 

That was the startling news contained 
in a dispatch received by the Atlantic 
Coast Line from Florence,8.C’ The Sea 
Islands skirt the coast of North and South 
Carolina, Georgia and Florids. No ver- 
ification has since been received. The dis- 
patch continues: 

“The storm carried the waters from the 
rivers into the Atlantic Goast Line sheds 
‘at Charleston, £. C., tothe depth) of six 
feet, and in Meeting street, in the centre 
of Charleston the water wastwo feet deep. 

“A four masted schooner was forced in- 
to the Railrosd shed by the ion- wa- 
ters. 

Streets are filled with debris. Many 
dead sea birds are strewn about. | 

All the phosphate works about the city 
have been demolished. 

“The roof of every third house |in the 
city is gone.” 

Wilmington Del., August 30, —It has 
been many. years since this part of the 
country has been visited by a storm of 
greater magnitade or more terrible in its 
disastrous nature. 

In this city there was a great roar and 
racket. Roofs were shattered in some sec- 
tions, windows banged, and the network 
of trolley, telegraph, telephone and elec- 
tric wires wailed a weird song and fell 
before the heavy wind. 

No boats came over from the New Jer- 
sey shore and innumerable craft were 
afraid to venture in the storm-toased sea. 

The riversteamers were sadly crippled 
and tossed ‘about and most of them were 
driyen ashore. Fortunately there was no 
loss of life on the lower Delaware, al- 
though fleets of ships were damaged. 

Hundreds of acres of marsh Isnd is in- 
undated and property destroyed.| The 
crops on the lower peninsula ere rnined. 

The storm struck the peach belt) with 
great violence, causing much devastation 
to orchards hanging with the golden 
f-uit. Trees were uprooted and twisted 
and broken. 

The storm at Newcastle wes the se- 
verest since 1872, and at Delaware City 
the Delaware river and the Delaware 
and Chesapeake Canal weie conyerted 
into an immense body of water, the iu- 
tervening prope-ty being entirely, sub- 
merged.

AT OCEAN CITY,

How Snakes Are Handled. 
Standing in front of a great glass cage 
full of snakes, I said.to Mr. Hagenbeck: 
“Now, how do you manageto get hold 
of these reptiles? They mnst be very 
dangerous.” : 

“Ah!” he replied with a‘ thoughtful 
look, “I'll tell you later on one or two 
stories of dreadful adveatunes that I my- 
self have had with snakes. In the mean- 
time this is the way they are caught in 
India: 

"In the dry season the jungle is set on 
fire. As the snakes run ont in all direc- 
tions they are caught by the natives with 
long sticks having a hoop at the end, to 
which is attached a big bag, a.sort of ex- 
nggerated butterfly net. “After that the 
reptiles dre! padked im sacks made of 
matting, which are fastened to long 
bamboos and carried to; Qaldutta on the 
shoulders of the natives. 

“When Cilcutta is reachéd) “they are 
packed in big boxes, from 12,to,16 in a 
box—that is, when they are only 8 or 10 
feet long;, big snakes, from 14 to, 16 feet 
iz length, are only packed from two to 
three in a box. Theyare then sent direct 
to Europe, without food or watéf on the 
journey, for they require neither. The 
‘principal thing is to keep them warm. 
Cold gives them mouth disease, Whiqh is 
certain death.

A Chesaboard Brain. 

The most wonderful deformity in the 
buman brain that has ever been noted 
by the scientists and made a matter of 
record was that of the phenomena! chess | į 
player, Richard Rockwoode. Rockwoode 
could play 12 games of chess simultane- 
ously, but no more, not even being able 
to begin on the thirteenth. * After death 
his brain was carefully examined by 
skilled anatomists, who found in the re- 
gion known to phrenologists as “‘local- 
ity” that the molecules of that portion 
of the brain had actually arranged them- 


selves into a combination of squares re- 


sembling a chessboard and that each of 
these squares had certain marks upon it, 
supposed to represent the final positions 
of the pieces in the last 12 games played 
by the great expert while he was blind- 
folded, * The doc tors who make this won- 
derful report declare that it is true in 
every particular, but that the arrange- 
ment of the atoms of the brain into thé 
chessboard squares referred to could 
only be distinguished by microscopes of 
the highest power. 

More than 40 years ago, when Sir Wil- 
liam Dean Bakker made an examination 
of the brain of Forbes, the shipbuilder, 
and reported that the molecules of the 
brain had arranged themselves (the 
“gray matter” separating from the other 
constituents of the brain ahd “‘lining 
up”) into a rude form of a vessel hull, 
be was only langhed at. The Rockwoode 
investigation proves that Bakker knew

Using English Coins For Weights. 

Many are the uses of money, but Mr. 
Joseph Newton, late of the Royal mint, 
points out there is at least one use which 
is not generally known, This is tie 
avyailzbility of coins for letter, weighing 
when the ordinary postal weights do not 
hzppen to be at hand. Commencing 
svith the sovereign, this weighs a very 
rafe quarter ounce, for foreign postage, 
two equaling, of course, a half ounce, 
and four one ounce. The next denomi- 
nation. the crown piece, is just on the 
right side of one ounce in weight, and 
the half crown of half an ounce, Five 
separate shillings, or two shillings and a. 
sixpence, for the ounce and half ounce, 
will doas well. 

Descending from gold and silver to 
hard working bronze, it is found that 
either three penny pieces, or five half- 
pence, or 10 farthings will respectively 
make up one ounce. Another peculiarity 
in regard to the halfpenny is noted by 
Mr. Newton.

Mest Eating and Bad Temper. 

In no country is home rendered so un- 
happy and life made so miserable by the 
ill temper of those who are obliged to 
live together as in England.

The author shows that in 
all running races, save the long distance 
races, and.in walking contests the time 
is far better now than it was before and 
that the same superiority can be shown 
to exist in every branch of athletics in 
which itis possible to make comparisons. 
While wsimitting that’ more perfect 
tracks and appliances of all kinds are 
accountable for a: part of the gain, Mr. 
Scoville is of the opinion that the modern 
athlete would have beaten his predeces- 
sor on his own grounds.

A WOED TO THE FARMER. 

In a recent issue of the ADVERTISER we 
urged the farmers of Wicomico county 
to anticipate the inevitale scarcity of 
provender next spring by seeding scar- 
let clover. Since then the fodder crop, 
already sparce and inferior because of the 
drought of summer, bas been rendered 
more nearly worthless by the storm of 
last week. The matter then, of making 
provision for the live stock during the 
early spring months to follow the com- 
ing winter in which all the fodder from 
the corn crops will be consumed, be- 
comes a necessity, and asa supplement 
to the clover which has been seeded, we 
would suggest that our farmers put in 
several acres of rye. 

Rye grows kindly on light soil, and 
does not draw hard on its substance. - It 
makes a good hay early in the spring, 
which is relished by all kinds of stock. 

The farmer who acts on these suggest- 
ions made by the Apvesgtisze Will have 
fat, sleek teams next spring, while his 
less provident neighbor will be driving 
to town, when histime is most valuable 
at home and his money ie ecarcest, to 
buy hay at $25 per ton. Money he pays 
for this the other farmer will put in im- 
provements. It doesn’t take s vivid im- 
agination to picture the final result.

Some of the growers Would liké to know 
where this money bas gone, for they 
have made vary little out of their crops. 
They are of the opinion thst most fof the 
money. has been made by themiddiemen 
and the commission merchants. The 
commission man always gets his share 
of the sale and the railroad company al- 
ways gets its freight and the grower gets 
what is left. 

The peninsula bss undoubtedly been 
benefited by the crop, and even if the 
grower has not made the money which 
he expected to make there sre others 
who have been employed all the summer 
have been kept busy making peach bas- 
kets and have made good wages. In ad- 
dition, the men who cat lumber and the 
men who sell lumber baye benefited, 
and there is no reason why the peach 
basket manufacturers should not have 
madesome money for the amount of 
work done. The abolition of the old 
custom of returning the peach baskets 
has been responsible ina large measure 
for this increase of prosperity in the 
basket business, and there is probably 
not one person in the state who does not 
now think that the rule not to return 
pesch baskets is now a good one. 

The peach season has also given em- 
ployment to a number of peach plucks, 
Probably 1,500 in all have been kept out 
of mischief, These men did not receive 
much for their work was much better 
than nothing. The railroad company 
has also been required to secure extra 
help and to run other crews on ‘extra 
time, so that others pkrsons were bene- 
fited, also. The grower, however, does 
not feel very much pleased oyer there- 
sult of the crop to him, although he has 
been the means of benefiting other peo- 
ple, and it ia rather bard fines for him, 
particularly whenit isgenerally conceded 
that this will be the last big crop ever 
grown on the peninsula.

Emin Pasha Eaten. 
London, Sept, 4.—The Rev. Mr. Swann, 


a missionary who had just returned from 
Ujiji, on the east shore of Lake Tangan- 


yika, says that it is impossible to doubt 
honesty that Emin Pasha is dead. “The 
most circumstantial reports reached me 
from four independent sources,” said 
Mr. Swann and al] agreed as to the de- 
tails. The Arabs everywhere in Africa 
are rejoicing over his death.” 

According to the reports received by 
Mr. Swann, Emin bad arrived at theres- 
idence of Seyd Bin Abed, in the country 
of the Manyemas, in the eastern part of 
the Congo State. A party of Arabs ap- 
proached and asked him; “Where are 
you going?” 

“To the coast,” was Emin’sreply. The 
leader ofthe Arabs, who was armed with 
a scimetar’ then stepped up to Eminapd 
said: “You are Emin Pasha, who killed 
the Arabs at Victoria Nyanzs.” 

Without waiting for an answer he 
struck off Emin’s head with the scimetar. 
Emin’s body was thrown tothe Manye- 
mas, who ate it. Subsequently the 
Manyemas murdered Emin’s Nubian 
followers and ate them.

We are now apparently satisfied with 
tbe defenses afforded by our Sileby 
steamer and the excellent pumps of the 
Water Company. We have about agreed 
to regard these two agenciesas separately 
and efficiently able to combat fre, Asa 
matter of fact the disability of both 
might easily overtake ts. 

A possible contingency,which webave 
fately begun to contemplate with alarm,is 
that when needed our engine may be out 
of town assisting some worthy neighbor. 
Some of our citizensare of the opinion 
that we can and should eliminate this 
extra risk by tefasing the ald of car Gre 
department to other towne Happily, 
those who would really enforce so ex- 
treme a measures, are very few Sand it 
may besafely affirmed that our people 
will never turn s desf ear to any dis- 
tressed neighbor within reasonable 
distance. Charity begins at home but 
tloes mot end there. At the lowest 
view of the matter, it woald be “bad 
business” to with-hold such aid as 
we can give, and, of all the towns on 
the Eastern Shore, Salisbury could 
jeast afford to beso selfish, Communi- 
ties, like individuals, are subject to im- 
pulses of intense selfishness but no well 
regulated community would give to such 
an unproportioned theught its act. 

During a period of suspense, while our 
engine was in Snow Hill, the writer was 
ofthe opinion that the engine should 
not be permitted to leave town. The 
printed suggestion of such an ordinance 
converted him atsight. It was a mon- 
strous proposition, colder than type, and 
desérved to have died unworded. 

The chances that our stesmer may 
become disabled during a fire any dèy 
are many more than the clmnces. that 
fire will break out in Salisbaty while 
the engine is in a neighboring town. 
(Do not forget that the Crisfield engine 
crippled herself in galiaat service at Sal- 
isbury.) The best of care cannot post- 
pope such an accident indefinitely, ` 

A break down will not occur to an idle 
but to a engine. In such a case 
what shall we do? Use the Water Com- 
pany's pumps ander direct preasure? . 

Hore we are confronted with frilure, 
not only possible, bat imminent. The 
water mains are hot constructed for fire 
pressure, but for stand pipe pressure. 
What man in this town has dene his 
private plumbing to withstand the ten- 
sion which we should need in case of 
fire. What man seriously believes that 
the water company's pumps are capable 
of giving really effective service through 
miles of pipe, when the work must be 
distributed over nearly the area of the 
town, when every man who turns a 
spigot sabtracts from the results—and 
many must turn their spigots or be flood- 
ei? One may credit the pumpe with 
ability to deliver an abundant volume of 
water, but it requires a fool's faith to be- 
lieve thst the pipes will convey the wa- 
ter under excessive premure without 
Yopture somewhere. If it can'be dem- 
onatrated that the conduits will endure 
the strain, who believes that the pumps 
can be made ayailable within a reasona- 
ble time after alarm? An engineer 
is not constantly on duty at the pump 
house, and, if there were, the time loat 
in getting a full head of steam might 
determine great loss of property. 

No man should undervalue the service 
which the water company is able to ren- 
der us, but to consider it adequate fire 
defense in a town of such ares is not leas 
than absurd. Our excellent engine,with 
the abundant supply from the water 
plugs, bas had to yield the palm to the 
bucket brigade on more than one occa- 
sion, 

Emphatically the town needs two enm- 
gines. Very curious it is that we do not 
see this, while eleven insurance compa- 
nies are so well convinced of it that they 
offer us $275 towards the purchase of an- 
other engine. Probably a dozen other 
companies are like-minded. This sum 
represents, we may be sure, but a small 
part of the extra hazard which they are 
carrying at high rates, 

A second steamer would more than 
double the effectiveness of our fire sor- 
vice. One engind can supply another 
with water and so téy¢r long ‘distances. 

Two engine hovsés, in different parts 
of the town, mdaned by rival crews, 
would get to work more quickly, and 
fight fre moré keenly under the stimu- 
lus of rivalry. A call from a neighbor- 
ing town would then find us able to re-

STATE OF MARYLAMD.

But 
the road movement must be taken up 
and energetically pushed. To the farin- 
er it is almost a matter of self-preserva- 
tion. Good or bad roads frequently

wre to be of dirt, as now, or are to be 
macadamized. All these matters can 
be left for future determination for the 
Teason that in ans case one thing must 
be done first, the entire matter must be- 
committed to competent hands. ‘This 
once done and the problem will work it- 
self out. Whatthe people can do this 
fall and winter is to take the roads out 
of politics and put them in the charge of 
experts. The necessity for this is not 
open for argument. Inno country in 
the world have good roads been obtain- 
ed exeept by sid of road engineers, and 
evéry authority affirms this to be a nec- 
@isity. I do not mean that it is necessa- 
ry to deprive the county commissioners 
of their control over the subject, not at 
all, but let thems commit the immediate 
supervision of the reads to an engineer, 
be to determine when and how the roads 
should be repaired, then what roads 
and at what cost. Let this be done and 
the consequent improvement of the 
roads will encourage the people to do 
whatever else is needed to complete the 
good work. Speaking personally, and 
potas the mouthpiece ofthe league, I 
would suggest that the Legislstureshould 
authorize the appointment of a State en- 
gineer of roads who should haye power 
to employ assistants, etc., who should in- 
vestigate and report upon the road ques- 
tion, and should in particular assist the 
counties in every way in . their power to 
improve their roads, thus furnishing 
them with the expert assistanceand help 
they may not otherwise be able to obtain. 

Mr. Williams treats of a timely subject 
at an opportune time.

* The matter though should not be left 
to the people's representatives alone.

In an electric road recently construct- 
ed in England a radical departure from 
American methods has been made.

No guy 
wires are einployed, as the steel wires 
are especially designed to withstand se- 
vere strains. At the corners the trolley 
wire, instead of following a curve of the 
same radius of the track, asin the Amer- 
ican systems, is turned on an angle, the 
whole system depending on the flexibili- 
ty of the trolley arm, or side collecto-, 
as it is called, which automatically en- 
gages the trolley wire in any position 
from two to twelve feet from the side of 
the car. 

Another change from American prac- 
tice is the adoption of a pressure of only 
850 volts., The cars are only 22 feet long 
and are equipped with two motors of 15 
brake horsepower, running at 400 reyo- 
tutions.—Philadelphia Press.

We owe the hat to Asia, for it was in 
that country that the art of felting wool 
was first known, and from the mos re- 
mote the art was cargied on by 
the orientals. In India, China, Burmah 
and Siam hatsare made of straw, of rat- 
tan, of bamboo, of pith, of the leaf of 
the Tallport palm and of a large variety 
of grasses. The Japanese made their 
bats of paper. The modern hat can be 
traced back to the petasurs worn hy the 
ancient Romans when on a journey, and 
hats with brims were also used by the 
earlier Greeks.

This Frog Weighed a Ton. 

The labyrinthodon, a huge creature re- 
sembling a toad or a frog, and which 
lived in the earlier periods of our planet’s 
history, has been found in a surprising 
state of preservation in the marl beds of 
Hnuezelweitz, Hungary. All species of 
this gigantic frux are now extinct and 
are known to the naturalists only through 
the investigutions of the geologists, who 
have often found parts or entire fossils 
of the monster in strata of the triassic 
portion of the mesozoic period. South- 
wick mentions it in a three line entry in 
his ‘“‘Quizzisim and Key,” under the head 
“A Frog as Large as an Ox,” and in 
Barnctt’s ‘Geological Epocha" it is con- 
sidered in a chapter on “‘Huge Froglike 
Creatures of the Mesozoic Age.” 

The specimen unearthed in the Hun- 
garian marl bed is entire with the excep- 
tion of the Icft forearm and the lower 
jaw. The skull measures 18 inches be- 
tween the eye sockets and weighs, ex- 
clusive of the inissing underjayw, 312 
pounds, The bones which have beén dis- 
covered up to date (and there is still 
hopes of finding the missing parts), with 
the adhering matrix, weigh 1,860 pounds, 
almost a ton.—St, Louis Republic,

dry, and the haying can be carried along 
without loss, but in wet weather there 
can be bnt little doubt that hay caps are 
an immense advantage in protecting 
half made hay from exposure fo rain. 
In securing the clover erop in the beat 
condition a correspondent of Massachu- 
setts Plonghman, the authority for the 
foregoing, considers hap caps A neces- 
sity. Heavy dews, which are of nightly 
ooturence at the commencement of hay- 
ing, deteriorate the quality of the new: 
made clover hay more than is usually 
thonght. With n lot of hay caps protec- 
tion is afforded, and one can be master 
of thesituation. Clover cut in its green 
state when heading and well wilted and 
thrown into cocks and covered 
with caps may be made in perfect safe- 
ty us Tegards the ordinary weather. 

The clover crop, as a rule, is not 
cut soon enough to make good hay. 
It is handled too much, Following 
are directions for making clover hay 
given by The Farmers’ Review: Begin 
cutting,as soon as the clover heads are 
in or just past full bloom. Do not be 
gin too early in the morning, but wait till 
the dew is dried off before starting the 
mower. Then let the clover lie as the 
mower left it till the dew is off next day. 
Then set the tedder to work so. as to 
scatter the swaths well up and leave 
them lying looscly, so the sun and wind 
can dry thecut clover. While one man 
is working the tedder let the mower go 
on cutting. Start the horse rake in time 
to have one or two windrows, or as much 
as will mako one load of hay, ready for 
carrying before going to dinner. After 
dinner draw in as soon as possible all 
that was cut the day before. 

When stowing away clover in the barn 
or stack, nse about one quart of coarse 
salt toone ton of hay sprinkled over it 
as the hay is packed away. If rain 
should come on the clover while in the 
swath or lying out, let it alone till it is 
dry enongh totedder easily. Then ted- 
der it twice. rake and drain it as soon 
as possible. Clover that gets wet if 
treated this way will be but slightly 
damaged. The less clover that,has been 
rained upon is bandled the better. If 
the state of the weather demands it, the 
clover can lie two or three days just as 
the mover left it in the swath and yet 
make fair hay. The more clover is cured 
when caught in a shower the moreit 
will daufage. Cut clover should not be 
tedded nntil there is a prospect of get- 
ting it in tho same day. Well wilted 
clover, thongh green, will make better 
hay than that which has been well cured

FODDER CORN.’ 


Good From the Time It Tassels Out Until 
the Ears Form and the Kernels Glaso. 
Fodder corn sown in drills three feet 

apart, or planted in hills three feet apart 
one way and two feet the other way, 
shonld bea regular crop with every farm- 
er who keeps cows. If ndry season comes 
when the pastures do not furnish 
enough, it can be cut and fed green, 
though right hcre, saya The American 
Cultivator, we will say that it is much 
better to nllow n day or a day mae 
of wilting before it is given to the cows, 
particularly if not quito grown when 
fed out. In clondy or rainy weather it 
is better oven when cut longer than that. 
The wilting not only takes out some of 
the water and renders. it less le tó 
causó indigestion; bat it brings dbout'a 
chemical change in it that makes it more 
valuable for milk production and for 
butter production. Probably the same 
increass in tho solid matter of the milk 
would make it worth more for cheese- 
makin 


g: 

Any that is not used green can be 
saved for the silo or cured by drying for 
the winter feeding, and it is good either 
way, and good for milk cows, working 
oxen or growing young stock. It may 
be that some of the lately introduced 
foreign crops are better than our corn 
as fodder, but we shall continue to be 


very skeptical about them until expe- |, 


rience has shown their results. 

We know that we can grow more fod- 
der to the acro from corn than from any 
crop weever tried, and'it will induce a 
larger flow of milk, and of milk that 
will be richer to eat and will make more 
butter than we ever could get from any 
other fodder, although clover 
comes very near to it if cut just at the 
right time, but cut too early or too late 
the clover is not very good, while the 
corn fodder’ whether sown expressly for 
that purpose or the stover from field 
corn or from the garden sweet corn, is 
good from the time it tassels out until 
the ears are formed and the kernels

| Spanish government, by the latter con- 
verted juto n cruiser and employed 
against Don Curlos in the civil war of 
1836, thus bein tho first steamer to fire

down by a vehicle and seriously injured. 
In both these cases damages were laid at

cases ever begun in the supreme court 
of our state, and their decision will 
probably mark a new era in the history 
of this remarkable invention.—Mon- 
mouth (N. J.) Democrat.

They Do Not fe dig Theiz Oars Upto Yale |i 


“Fornr’'— LabgeDays oh AW pelOWItN bus 
Small Return—Pitturcsdae Scenes About 
the Share tn the Hveitthg. 


The WAU, ou tha coes of Japan are 
bountifnlly. supplied with fish, and ac? 
cordingly -a large number af people 
along the cout are engage in fishing. 
From a yillnge Ike Isozaki the boats got 
out for the cay, and in many aspects an 
secount of their work will illustrate 
ing along the. entire.coast.. -All through 
the day the village is exceedingly. quiet, 
except for, tha. scores. of ‘quite: naked 
children, who .at. all, times .gre diving. 
swimuing ond playing inthe water near 
‚the shore,,only coming put of the water 
oceasionally to sit npon the hot rocks to 
warm themselves. It is no exaggeration 
tosay that the greater partof their time 
is spent in the water. They are of 
course brown) as Indians, but as much 
at home in tke sca as fish, . 

At abont:4 o'clock in the afternoon the 
excitement of the: :day begins. A few 
men are seca -guthermg.on the tops of 
hills and high points along the shore, and 
soon upon the horizan we see the white 
square sails of the fishing boats. Usually 
the boat is fitted with two sqnare sails, 
which are so mana;ed as to hold a good 
deal of wind and to carry the boat for- 
ward with good speed. As they approach 
the shorethe mainsail, which is held by, 
& cross spar st tha top of a slight mast 15 
or 18 feet high, is furled and the mast 
taken ins. then in a few moments the 
foresail, which is rigged in the same way 
and is about a third smaller, is taken in 
also; then are run.ont those peculiar 
Japanese oars, three or four. on a side, 
The oar is composed of two pieces and is 
a very heavy affair. often as much as two 
men caro to lift. It has a hole in the 
under side and rests on a pivot some- 
thing liko cn outrigger. These oars ron 
back toward the stern of the boat and 
are worked in a manner something like 
sculling by two men to an oar, the men 
standing to their work and facing'the 
side of the boat. 

To see ono of these boats driven rapid- 
ly through ‘he water one is vividly re- 
minded of the Roman triremes propelled 
by the galley slaves of old. A peculiar 
shout accompanies the rowing, as if to 
aid in keeping time, but in fact each oar 
is) worked ex:tirely independent of the 
others, and there is no harmony what- 
ever. There are few more picturesque 
scenes thun these quaint Japanese junks 
with their his: prows and sides as they 
come in with their white square sails 
set, and then the sudden transformation 
into a Roman galley as they approach 
the shore. 

There is of course no wharf at the 
landing. gigi you ure surprised as the 
boat reaches the beach to see her tarned 
and run on to the beach stern foremost. 
The sn¢eess of tie cay can readily be 
told even before iney begin to discharge 
cargo by the activity of the rowers ard 
the londuess of their shout as they ap- 
proach the lind, as well as often by a 
little banner run npin the stern, which 
proclaims successful catch... 

As the boat lies by the shore the crowd 
of men, women and children gather 
around, and ; part of the crew discharge 
the day’s extch., throwing. the fish from 
the boat into the siallow water near the 
shore. Other. take musts and oars from 
the boat an! curry them up the beach. 
and others take out various other mov- 
ables fromthe boat. During the month 
of August the fish, which. are taken en- 
tirely by nets, are almost all kotsuo or 
bon to, of firm flesh and mnch liked by 
the Japanese ns well as foreigners. A 
good day's catch fora crew of 12 to 18 
men is about 860 fish, thongh often more 
than that number are taken. ‘All the 
fish; having been thrown into the water, 
they are then gathered up and laid on 
the beach and counted. + 

While this is going on we may notice 
the sailors;whose appearance seemed so 
unusual as they were seen approaching 
the shore. We at once decide that a fish- 
miah’s wardrobe cannot bè an expensive 
draft upon his pocket, for their brown 
bodies seem to be adorned by only two 
garments. one u narrow white cloth 
about the loins snd the other a bluish 
white cloth about the head and forehead, 
which prevents the perspiration from 
flowing into their eyes. This latter gar- 
nient is rarely wanting, thongh the for- 
‘mer frequently is. They are finely de- 
veloped fellows physically, nearly all 
young men, and a very jovial and happy 
crew., The crowd along the shore has 
been increased by the coming of men 
drawing two whecled carts with baskets 
upon them, into which the fish as soon ax 
they have becn connted are placed, leay- 
ing the beach red with their blood, and 
away go the men for a night journey to 
Milo, 12 miles away, the nearest large 
city, where the fish will be sold the next 
morning, or perhaps shipped by rail to 
Tokio and other large towns. 

Meanwhile the sailors have attached 
ropes to. the stern of the bost, and, with 
mach shouting aud palliug, bave drawn 
her up over rollers upon the beach above 
the tide. The absence of paint, pitch 
or other substance for keeping the boat 
watertight makes it necessary often 
while she is lyiny on the beach to pile 
heaps of rice.straw around her in the 
evening. which, set on fire, reveals a fan- 
tastic scene and helps to make her water- 
tight for a short period. 

Work over, the men take their lunch 
boxes— wooden, boxes,,14 by 2 feet square 
—in which they keep not only food, but 
aMarger parment for the better covering 
of their bodirs| and hasten away to their 
homes, bearing in one» kand perhaps a 
fish for their own families. 

A *shHořt night's rest, and at 3 or 4 
o'clock in the “morning thé boats are 
pushed off ugain, and! snother day's 
work begins. Lf their day's work real- 
izes an average of 20 of) 25) cents, they 
arc,very fortunate. 
that they cull homa and the conditig: of 
their living indicate, however, that they

Curious Newspaper Beats. 

One of the biggest newspaper “beats” 
in 20- years was achieved by La 
Nacion, a little newspaper published in 
the Argentine Republic. This news- 
paper: published the news of theaccident 
to the Victoria a day ahead of every 
other papèr in the world, and the news 
pf the disaster was known in Buenos 
Ayres before it was in London, The 
dispatch to the British government an- 
nouncing the disaster lay 12 hours 
unopened in the admiralty office. Mean- 
while the news had been stolen off the 
wires and sent by a friend of the Argen- 
tine paper to La Nacion, which was 
eble to publish it in advance of all its 
contemporaries. Such at any rate is 
the story of the “beat” as it is related 
here in newspaper row. It is safe to 
say that any of the leading American 
newspapers would have given thousands 
of dollars to have obtained cxclusive 
intelligence of.the Victoria disaster, en- 
ebling it to beat the world with the 
news. La Nacion’s “beat” secms to 
have been a case not of enterprise. but 
of good lnuck.—New York Letter. 


Chinese Pirates Successful. 

The Shanghai papers contain a report 
obtained from native advices from Can- 
ton of a serious conflict between some 
pitatical craft and gunboats at a place 
thidway between Shaochow and Canton. 
It appears that while three gunboats be- 
longing to the customs were escorting 
two boats laden with sycee valued at 
40,000 teals, belonging to the Hoihow 
Likin customs, on their way to Canton, 
they were attacked by a numerous fleet 
of pirates numbering, it is reported, over 
600 men, and after a desperate fight, dur- 
ing which the government men lost near- 
ly 60 in killed and wounded, the pirates 
madeaway withtheirbooty. Thereason 
given for the inability of the gunboats 
to protect their convoy was that they 
wort all aground at the point where they 
had anchored for the night, and the 
pirates, being in shallow bottomed boats, 
maneuvered effectually around the gun- 
boats, which, being completely raked 
fore and aft, were compelled at last to 
Strike their colors, and there was a gen- 
eral cry of sarve qui peut, leaving the 
ae on the field. 


Curlous Covtrasts. 

The ill temper, the lack of self re 
straint, the utter unreasonableness which 
at the present time in various parts of 
the world characterize the relations of 
men with their fellows are psychical 
phenomena eminently deserving the at- 
tention of the philosopher. In Central 
America, in Colorado, in the Fifth Ave- 
nue hotel, in Paris, in remote Siam. even 
within the staid and sacred precincts of 
the British house of commons, lunacy 
and individual irresponsibility seem tem- 
porarily to prevail.

Those who have been to the Werld’s 
Fair come bome “loaded”; those who 
have not been and do not intend going, 
will lose an opportunity of seeing the 
greatest exhibition of the kind the world 
has ever given us. 

I-make no exception. Chicago is the 
only city that could have accomplished 
the task of giving us such a show. The 
fair grounds are situated about four 
miles from the centre of the city in what 
is -known as Jackson Park. In front 
of it was, when the site was selected, a 
prairie that had been laid off into build- 
ing lots by boomers. Jackson Park con- 
sisted, when handed over to the com- 
missioners, of several hundred acres of 
larid along the Lake front, made up of 
marsh, oak knolls,lagoons and meadows. 

It bas been converted Intoa modern 
Venice. The grounds were made solid 
and the lagoons navigable, their banks 
being walled in concrete and stone five er 
six feet high; upon the lagoons now ply 
the electric launch and theVenetian gon- 
dola,carrying daily thousands of visitors. 
Much of the ground upon which the 
buildings are erected seems to: have 
been made. 

The stupendoysness of the whole 
thing consists of the grandeur of the scale 
upon which it was undertaken. For in- 
stance the buildings cover a space of 
about two miles in length and more than 
balfa mile in width, These buildings 
are erected, or rather covered with, a 
material closely resembling white mar- 
ble, called staff, and cover one hundred 
and fifty nine sacres by actual] measure- 
ment. the largest, the Manufacturers 
and Liberal Aris’ building covering thir- 
ty acres. These buildings are mont- 
ments of grandeur of themselves. In 
addition to these, most of the states have 
erected buildings independently, some 
for exhibiting the state's resources; oth- 
ers to be used as places of reception. 

The Corinthian and Ionic style of ar- 
chitecture seem to prevail. 

A description of the exhibits would 
require a volume. I shall therefore make 
no effort to describe the exhibits. = 

The exposition has given an excellent 
opportunity for us to compare our ideas 
with Europe. The Frenci¥and English 
locomotives and coaches can be seen on 
tracks by the side of the Pullman car 
and the Baldwin Locomotive. We can 
judge of the comparative merit of each. 
I am frank to admit that Johnny Bull 
is not so far behind in the liberal arts as 
many suppose. 

The wares on exhibition from the 
Oriental countries are, of course, of an 
entirely diffe.ent character, many single 
articles may be found here that represent 
a whole life time of labor. Mosaic work 
and ebony furniture inlaid with mother- 
of-pearl. East India, Ceylonand Japan 
exhibits principally this class of wares. 
England, Germany and France have, of 
course, made fine exhibits of textile 
working mf&chinery. Bohemia- has ex- 
celled all other countries in the display 
of ornamental glass ware, both in the 
gcrgeousness of coloring and the taste 
and elegance of setting. In this art 
America seems to be far in the rear. 

Japan still excels in decorated pottery. 
Their waree of today, however,are in 
striking contrast to the older specimens 
on exhibition. The hideous faces of the 
gods and other repulsive designs have 
given place to more pleasing pictares. 

The art gallery is a feast to those who 
are interested in the fine arts. The col- 
lection of paintings and of statuary is 
very large and much of it considered 
very valuable. 

Italy takes first placein marble statu- 
ary. France'and Germany have large 
collections of oil paintings. The United 
States has a very large collection in her 
“Loan Collection” gallery. 

The much-talked-of Midway Pisisance 
where all have some curiosity to go, 
seems to be a cross between a circus and 
agipsy camp. One is admitted to the 
boulevard free, from the exposition 
grounds, but every gate. inside leads to 
a 25 cent show and every door from this 
leads to a 50 cent theatrical. I did* not 
find the Midway very interesting, or sat- 
isfying to curiosity. It was insipid. 
Evervthing in it seemed to be for sale. 

I would suggest to persons contempla- 
ting making the trip that there is no de- 
mand for fine clothing. A surprisingly 
small number of silk hats and silk dress- 
es is seen. 

The fair is made a succeas by the at- 
tendance of the masses. Two hundred 
and thirty thousand were in attendance 
on Saturday, Sept. 9th, and yet the 
grounds were not crowded,except around 
some special exhibit such as Tiffany's 
display of diamonds, where he had on 
exhibition a $100,000 diamond,the largest 
in the world. 

In front of the grounds, enterprising 
Chicagoans have extended streets from 
the city and the “boomed” lands are 
taken up. Hotels and boarding houses 
sufficient to accommodate almost one 
hundred thousand persons have been 
erected upon these grounds. Some of 
these hotels cost not less than $100,000 
and have not today even a graded street 
in front of them, being reached in many 
casesly paths that cross vacant lots: How 
this property will all be utilized “after 
the ball” is difficult for the average 
eastern man ef conservative notions to 
understand. There is this however in 
favor, the prarie is supplied with ample 
traveling facilities, steam surface roads, 
steam elevated roads, electric and horse 
car railways. 
` I advise all who can, to take the trip. 
Itisan eventin one’s life. It is like 
taking a trip toa foreign land, in fact 
all the foreign lands. 

Our party went via B & O. railroad 
and had no regret at selecting this route. 
The service is exceptionally good, the 
road bed being very smooth and. the 
rolling scock in ‘excellent condition, 
The route across the Alleghanies is wild 
and picturesque, now delighting, no fill- 
ing the traveler with awe. I prefer the 
Pittsburg route to the Wheeling. ‘The 


eastern half of the trip should be made 
by day. Todo this one must take the 


10.20a.m. train outor the 5.25 p,m. 
train in.

A Turkish Priest In the Toile. 

In the Turkish village on Midway 
plaisance there isa muezzin named Dre- 
nar Effendi, a priest, very zealous in the 
performance of his religions duties.

A Bare Blossom. 

A rare flower can be seen in the gar- 
den north of the fountain in the north- 
west section of the public square. It is 
a yucca gloriosa, commonly known as 
glorious Adam’s needle, and it is stated 
this is the first time the plant has 
bloomed for 30 or 40 years. Fears are 
entertained that the blossom may kill 
the plant, and an effort will be made to 
preserve it. An authority on botanical 
subjects says that the yucca can be seen 
to best advantage by moonlight while in 
bloom. 

As the yucca grows old the lowermost 
foliage decays, leaving a thick bare 
stalk; in fact, giving the stalk quite an 
arborescent character. Its height is ex- 
tremely variable; its age before flower- 
ing also varies from 5 to 15 years, and its 
subsequent intervals are quite uncertain. 
The flowers are white and bell shaped, 
and are in a cluster at the end of a long 
stalk.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

Light on the Subject of How Salisbury 


is to Get Light. 


—_ 


The Gordon H. Toadvine Water Power 


Purchased by Delaware 
Gentlemen. 


On Saturday afternoon, April 22d, 
Salisbury,s electric light plant was de- 
stroyed .by fire. Since that time the 
moon, at regular periods and electri 
displays in the heavens at irregular in- 
tervals, have good-naturedly disputed 
with the city council the right to illumi- 
nate our streets,and it must be admitted 
that at times the city council “wasn’t in 
it.” . (This isn’t slang, but a fact literally 
stated.) Asa result much of the time 
the city has been in darkness, more or 
less intense and more or less disagrees- 
ble. This was not the fault of the city 
council, for tbe electric light company 
had an exclusive fianchise for lighting 
thetown and there was no ordinance 
providing for the company’s punishment 
if it failed, which it did after the plant 
was burned. Finally, as a temporary re- 
lief, the city council purchased lanterns 
and employed a man to string them on 
the electric light poles, keep them filled 
with oil and lighted at night. 

This is the way the town is now 
lighted. But before the end of the 
year the municipality will be better il- 
luminated than it ever wasin the past. 

Messrs. R. M, Johnson and W. T. 
Jobnson of Dover, Del., have purchased 
of Messrs. A. G. Toadvine and L. E, 
Williams, trustees of G. H. Toadyine. 
the well known Wicomico Falls water 
power and mill. property in Salisbury, 
and will at once begin improving the 
property by placingin the latest machin- 
ery for the manufacture of meal and 
flour, and for generating electricity. The 
same ‘gentlemen have bought of the 
old electric lizht company all its rights, 
properties and effects in Salisbury, and 
have made an agreement with the city 
council for ligh ing the town. 

The Messrs. Johnson are practical 
électricians and they expect to have the 
town lighted by or before December 1st, 
The motor power will consist of three of 
the latest improved turbine water wheels 
and a steam engine, the latter to be 
used in case of a scargjty of water. 

Four dynamos, capable of fornishing 
twenty five hundred 16 candle power 
lights, are to be used, and all the appli- 

| ances for furnishing lights are to be the 
best obtainable, so as to insure perfect 
satisfaction to all the patrons of the com- 
pany. 

A proposition was made the city coun- 
cil Taesdav evening by the Messrs. John- 
son to light Main street with arc lights. 
It is proposed to place four 2,000 candle 
power lamps on this street, which will 
light it brilliantly trom Division street to 
the Pivot bridge. 

The price paid for the Gordon H, 
Toadvine property was $7,000, and thé 
old electric light company sold out at 
$2500, and, it is rumored, took an inter- 
est to that amount in the new organiza- 
tion. 

The Messrs. Johnson, one of whom 
has a family, will become citizens of our 
city shortiy.

A Word to the Farmer. 


Wittarp Va, September 19th.—Mr. 
Editor: I have been much interested in 
behalf of the people on the Eastern 
Shore, the more since the recent, ‘storms, 
which have damaged the fodder to so 
greatan extent, asto makeit certain 
that the supply will not be sufficient to 
carry the stock through till another crop 


is grown. I seein your issue of the 9th. 
inst, you advise the farmers to sow rye 
asa supplemental fodder crop. I will 
say that is excellent advice, 


summer’ would sow an acre or two, they 
would be astonished at tbe results. 


It may be sown in Wicomico county as 


late as November Ist. but the sooner the 
better. The following is the best plan as 
Ihave found by experieuce. Select a 
piece of good Jand,not too light, plow and 
drag, then sow two and a half or?three 
bushels of rye and three to four hundred 
pounds of good phosphate to the’ acre. 
If sown early in this maoner, each acre 
will prodace what will equal a ton of 
good timothy hay in feeding value. It is 
easy to calculate the saving, with the 
certainly that hay will not be less than 
$25 a ton betore the Ist of June, 

The best method of feeding, is to be- 
gin even before it comes to the head, and 
feed green, in conjunction with fodder, 
at first but a little, increasing with each 
feed; afier three days the rye may be 
fed to horses without fodder, and will be 
found an excellent feed, on which the 
horse will do his work well and keep in 
good condition. Fedinthis way there 
is no danger of colicing the animal. 
When the rye has come fully into head, 
It may be cut and cured, and will still 
be found an excellent feed if cut up,and 
a little meal sprinkled over it. 

I am writing this asthe result of my 
own rexperience, having been many 
times placed under the same necessity 
that my Erstern Shore friends are now 
under. 

One tning is important, do not sow 
lees than two and a half bushels to the 
acre,and use plenty of phosphate, or 
pound mauuore if you haveit, or both. 
The richer you make your land the more 
feed you will get. 

Your grain dealers will get the rye for 
you,andI would say, make no delay 
in this matter, it is to your own interest. 
You have, as I know, in the last five 
yea:s paid out thousanus of dollars for 
bay, at least half of which you might 
have saved by sowing rye, scarlet clover 
and other forage crops. 

Mr. Editor you havea wonderful soil 
and climate on the Easvern Shore, that 
might be made a paradise with proper. 
management, but men must use their 
brains, as well as muscle. Leave off some 
ofthe truckinz, concent-ate your efforts’ 
put the labor and manure that now goes 
to two acres,on one,and produce a better 
quality as well as morein quantity, but 
itis the quality that needs improving 
rather than quantity, especially what is 
sent to the noithern markets. People in 
the large cities do not care to buy poor 
sioff, any more than you do, and are wil- 
ling to pay a good price for good stuff.

See in Spain. 


The Harvest Moon. 
The full moon on September 25, next 


i Monday is known as the “Harvest Muon.” 


In Great Britain September is the “har- 
vest month,” and the full moon of Sep- 
tember is so called from that fact. The 
peculiarity of this full moon is thst it 
rises several nights near ibe same hour 
instead of an hour or more later. ĉach 
night. In the higher latitude of Great 
Britain the phenomenon is much more 
striking. At the equator there is no 
difference between this and other full 
moons. The harvest moon is due to the 
fact that at the time of the autumnal 
equinox the full moon which is nearly 
opposite the sun is in that part of its or- 
bit which makes the least possible angle 
with the eastern horizen at the point 
where the moon rises. In consequence 
there is an unusual proportion of moon- 
light during September. On the 25 inst, 
the moon will rise at or near sunset, 5.51 
o'clock, on the 26 at 6,23, and at 6.50 on 
the 27th.—Balto. Sun.

back to the twelfth century for a cer- 
tainty. One authority even goes so far 
as to ascribe its origin to Ina, king of the 
west Saxons, who. went to Rome in the 
year 721 and founded a hospital for Eng- 
lish pilgrims to the sacred city, the ex- 
penses to be defrayed by ‘‘each mayle 
adult” giving one "small copper coyne 
each yeare.” 

This mighty collection of pennies was 
forwarded direct to the pope. Others 
claim that the honor of originating the 
Peter pence scheme is due to Ethelwulf. 
Ata very early date (the most laborious 
research fails to locate these things as 
far as the year, month and day are con- 
cerned)-the copper penny. clause was 
changed until the tribute was understood 
to consist of a “silver penny” to be con- 
tributed by every family who possessed 
land or cattle of a yearly value of 30 
pence. This probably means upon which 
a yearly tax of 30 pence was levied.— 
St. Louis Republic. 


The Pumps of the Egyptian. 

A representative piece of mecl. [aig 
occurs frequently on the sculpturóš «i 
early Exypt. It has the appearance of 
and is generally believed to be that of « 
portable pump. The hydraulic screw ix 
also attributed to this people, but their 
main reliance seems ulways to have been 
the Shadoof. seen everywhere along the 
banks of the Nile, an invention so sim- 
ple and so well adapted to their needs 
thet it remains today substantially the 
same as it hus throngh all the centuries 
since history began. 

The same may be said regarding the 
chain pump in China,.an invention the 
origin of which antedates the Christian 
eru. This simple machine, which seems 
never to have beeu improved upon, is in 
such common ase that every agricultural 
laborer is in possession of one. Where 
irrigation is con:lucted on a larger scale 
the chain pump is made proportionately 
larger and moved by a very simple tread 
wheel, and still larger ones are operated 
by yoking a buffalo or other animal to a 
suitable driving machine. 

The application of steam to raising 
wuter is of nncertain origin. Long be- 
foré the Christian era certain applica- 
tions of fir: to vessels containing water, 
by which effects were produced calcu- 
lated to asıwnish ignorant worshipers, 
were practiced by the priests of Egypt, 
Greece and Rome, but their knowledge 
seems never to have been turned into 
any channel of secular usefulness.—En- 
gineering Mazazine.

IN THE METROPOLIS. 


CITIZENS OF NEW YORK MAKi 
PLANS FOR THE FUyUaE. 


Improrements on a Girantic Seale Priject- 
ed—Hundreda of Milllonauf Della to 

"Be Spent In Beautlfying the Chicf City 
of the Continent. - 


Much has been said from time to time 
of the absence of pnblic spirit, of local 
pride aud of neighborhood feeling in 
New York. Cyen the men who have’ 
made great fortunes here do not seem to} 
have any regard for the city that has 
given them their opportunities for 
achieving wealth. “Men do not under- 
stand the czůscs of their success,” said a 
speaker of the bourd of trade recently in 
commenting upon the difficulty in arous- 
ing public interest herein the movement 
for the improvement of the Ene canal, 
on which so much of the prosperity of 
the city depends. The lack. of public 
spirit was signally illustrated in the haif 
hearted way in which the business men 
entered into the movement to secure the 
World's fair for New York. ‘Chicago 
was on blaze of enthusiasm on thé sub- 
ject, but New York entered into the 
competition in a listless, don't care sort 
of way, which naturally resulted-in Chi- 
cago carrying off the prize. 

The fact is that New York is a city of 
markets. of ships, of shops, of hotels and 
of tenement houses, but not of* homies. 


The rich men may have -mansions.heére, |, 


but their homes are in their country 
houses. The people who live in fistaand 
tenement houses are engaged in a strug- 
gle for a bare existence, and have hot the 
time or disposition to give much thought 
or care for the city. The diversity of 
races and languages represented in the 
population serves only to separate the 
people more and make them regard the 
city with utter indifference, 

But there is reason for believing that 
this state of things is gradually growing 
better. There nre evidences of increased 
public spirit, of a greater pride in the 
city and of a larger interest in her de- 
velopment and improvement. Great 
schemes of public improvement have 
been projected or begun. Millions have 
recently been expended in the acqnisi- 
tion of new parks, and twice lately when 
it was proposed to do something that 
would injure Central park there was an 
exhibition of aroused public opinion that 
prevented the ontrages and would have 
done credit to a much smaller but more 
enthusiastic city. 

Rich men are now contributing a lib- 
eral portion of their wealth to enter- 
prises that will increase the glory uf ‘the 
metropolis. Columbia college is being 
rapidly developed into a great universi- 
ty. A magnificent cathedral has been 
started. A spacious botanical garden is 
to be established. A fine aquarium isto 
take the place of Castle Garden on the 
Battery. A splendid speedway for horses 
isto be bnilt. The city is to erect an 
immense municipal building, which it is 
proposed shall bea notable architectural 
addition to the metropolis. -The present 
city hall is to be given to the trustees of 
the Tilden trust and made the home of a 
$2,000,000 library. 

The art and natural history museums 
are being rapidly developed and will 


soon take rank among the best in the |" 


world. Monuments and statues are being 
multiplied, and eight years after his 
death the $500,000t. .bof General Grant 
is approaching completion. 

Butin other and perhaps more inter- 
esting ways is the revival of public spirit 
in New York being manifested. Busi- 
ness men are showing an increased inter- 
est in the good government of the city 
and in its improvement in little things 
as well as great. Other cities might in- 
deed copy with advantage some of the 
methods of the organizations that have 
been formed here for the public weal. 

The City Improvement society has 
been formed and has started out to in- 
vestigate the various complaints of citi- 
zens and to secure, if possible, better 
pavements, better street cleaning and 
similar improvements in parks, bridges 
and streets of the city. Lately a munic- 
ipal art society has been organized by 
leading artists, architects and others, 
with a view of making the city more 
beautiful. They seek to improve the ar- 
chitecture of the public buildings, to se- 
cure artistic decoration within them and 
to prevent the erection of inferior stat- 
ues and other inartistic structures. An- 
other socicty is engaged in marking with 
bronze tab’ets the places of historical 
interest. Others of x more philanthrop- 
ical nature are endeavoring to better the 
lives and condition of the tenement house 
population. ` 

The women have organized a health 
protective association, and are endeavor- 
ing to institute reforms that shall de- 
crease the death rate and make New 
York a better city to livein. The latest 
reform which they have taken npisthat 
of securing # health regulation requiring 
the removal of the refuse of the 60,000 
horses in the city of New York. The 
physicians comprising the Academy of 
Medicine have lately been acting with 
vigor and  conrage to secure improved 
quarintine protection and a purified wa- 
ter supply. The chamber of commerce 
anil the bonrd of trade—the mouthpieces 
of the merchants and bankers—have late- 
ly exhibited increased activity and exer- 
cised a widerinfinence, All these things 
certainly indicate that New Yorkera are 
beginning to wake up and to show a 
livelier interest in the welfare of the city. 

Perhaps the fact that other cities are 
fretting closer to her in the competition 
for bzasineks laus something to do with 
this, Itis beziunin; to dawn upon her 
citizens that unless she can unite with 
Brooklyn. bridge and tunnel the North 
river. throw more bridges over the East 
river, xet rapid transit from city hall to 
Westchester county and institute other 
measures of public improvement, she is 
liable to lose her commercial supremacy. 
—New York Cor. Baltimore Sun.

Canned Gooda WII Be High Next Season. 
A. E. Wetmore, representing a syndi- 
cate of California frnit canners, was in 
Helena yesterday. He came to judge 
how much fruit the Montana market 
would take at low prices this season. In 
explanation of his trip, he said: “The 
Pacific coast canneries will be able this 
year to can very little fruit. Money is 
so tight that it is impossible for them to 
get the cash to buy tin, sugar and other 
necessary supplies and pay their labor. 
They have already contracted for the 
growers’ crops. and these they will have 
to take. The peach and other crops will 
be large. and the canners will try to 
ship all the fresh fruit possible. What 
they do not ship will bedried. Natural- 
ly California fruit will sell at low prices 
this year, but canned goods next season 
will be high.”—Cor, Chicago Tribune.

Stewart, in a letter to Country Gentle 
man. It must be fed quite ás much as 
the animals that feed uponit. It must 
be repaired continually by fresh seed and 
fertilizers, as time and season in- 
roads upon it. And in addition it must 
beso used as to give cll needed opportu- 
tunities for the grass to make a sufficient 
growth before it is eaten down at the be- 
ginning sf the feeding season. "This isan 
important consideration: A 

If it is fed down where the herbage is 
young, the weak roots cannot. recover 
from the shock and will perish, and this 
is the most frequen: cause of the disap- 
pearance of the grass. which occasions 
surprise to the farmer, who cannot tn- 
derstand why this should “be ‘so. It’ is 


` vain to feed the roots by the most liberal 


manuring or fertilizing if the supply of 
atmospheric food is cut off by depriving 
the plants of their leaves, And yet this 
most obvious principle of plant growth 
is rarély ever ‘thotight of in regard-to 


This early feedin;; of the herbage, too, 
is often “followed by too, heavily stock- 
ing the land, and the‘continued dam- 
age is stili. more destructive. The final 
ruin then comes more quickly, for the 
starving/jof the grass is continuons. This 
is the common fate of the An- 
other error or neglect is the gathering of 
the droppings of the cattle on the grass. 
This is so much permitted that some 
good pastures are largely spoiled by the 
covering of the grass tothe extent of 
one-fourth or more of the surface, count- 
ing the actual spaces covered, and the 
borders of each that are fouled by the 
spteail of the manure by the rains. The 
rank growth that rises around these 
spots that disfigure the fields is not eat- 
en, and rotting down by luxuriance en- 
large the surfaces of the injured places. 
This is to be prevented by scattering 
these accumulated obstructions at short 
intervals. 

Any pasture may be trebled in its use- 
fulness and value by dividing it into two 
parts, using one whilo the other part is 
left to recover its growth. It isthe con- 
tinnous gnawing at the short, weak herb- 
age, giving no opportunity for recovery, 
that ruins pastures so quickly. Thus 20 
acres of good pasture may be made to 
feed 20 head by this alternate method of 
use and rest when 10 head or even 5 
will keep it baro and themselves as poor 
as the herbage is. And the effect of tuis 
testing will be even more apparent if, 
when the animals are turned off one sec- 
tion, the grass be stimulated by a dressing 
of 100 pounds of nitrate of soda and the 
same of gypsum.

POULTRY CONVENIENCES.

An [Inexpensive Movable Run—Excelicnt 
Plan For n Roost. 

When chicks are placed in a brooder 
or under alien, somo handy yard is want- 
ed to confine them, and with this end in 
view an Oho Farmer correspondent gives 
cuts and description of a panel used in 
his yards, Fig. t shows the panel. .. This 
should be constructed of boards and pick- 
ets. Procure fence boards 6 inches wide 
and either 12.or 16 feet long and saw 
lengthwise through the center. This 
will give two long strips 8 inches wide

to be nsed for the top and bottoni frame. 
Next procure three pickets 4 feet long 
and nail oneat each end and the other in 
the center; then attach braces at oppo- 
site corners, as shown in the cut. The 
pickets should be nailed so as to project 
an inch uboye the top of the frame and 11 
inches below, these to be sharpened so as 
to be readily driven into the ground. 

Fig. 2 shows a panel completed. “The 
frame is covered with -cent muslin 
stretched tightly over the frameand well 
tacked down with common tacks. A pen 
made from four of these will be 16 feet 
square and is room enough for 100 chicks 
for one or two weeks, when they can be 
allowed to roam where they plense. The 
correspondent who suggested these pan- 
els uses them to place around thé brood- 
ers, 80 as to’ prevent the young chicks 
straying too far from home. These

frames can be made for 25 cents and 
will last several years with proper care. 

Fiz. 3 shovs an excellent plan ‘for a 
roost, which can be any length desired. 
DD are staples to attach the wires C to 
and should be well driven into the roost. 
Cisthe wire supports cut any length. 
so as to have the roost suspended about 
10 inches above the dropping board, B 
are the hooks on tht end of the wires to 
fasten into staples to support the roost. 
The staples where B is attached ought 
to be abont 12 inches apart. which will 
prevent the roost from swinging. These 
roosts are easily kept free from lice, as 
there are no mortises to lay eggs in and 
thus escape fumigating. Also the roost 
can be easily detached by unhooking at 
B and removed from the building and 
cleaned. 


Experiments With Spring Grain.

The pottery of the North American 
Indian is in some respects like the dol- 
men pottery of Europe, although it dif- 
fers in maay details of form, mode of 
mannfacture and ornamentation. The 
North American Indian nsed neither 
wheel uor furnace, nor did he, except 
rarely, decorate it with colors. The clay 
was frequently mixed with powdered 
shells. The decoration of pottery made 
in the eastern portion of the United 
States was effected by incised lines and 
dots with various combinations, The 
spiral and volute were employed. 

Among the southern Indians much of 
the decorzi‘on was made by the im- 
press of textile fabrics, sometimes with 
only a stringor cord. In theinteriorand 
principally on the Mississippi river the 
pottery vessels were made to represent 
sometimes the human face, sometimes 
animals. There was a much greater 
prevalence of the bottle form in the 
United States than in . The pre 
historic pottery of Mexico and. Central 
America forms a .special group: that 
from the fineblos of Arizoha and New 
Mexico anther. hile that made on 
North American ‘Indian constitu 
third group. Each of these has tis. 
tinctive characteristics.—Great Divide,’

Extracts From a Musterly Speech Delly- 
ered Beforo a Body of Young Men In 
Paris—The Relation Between Science 
aud Mappiness Cczplsined. 


Emile Zola, the famous novelist, pre- 
| sided at a dinner given by the Students’ 


| association of Paris. In the conrse of” 


| the eyening he spoe zs follows: 

Did science trer promise hap 
i do hot think so. Science promised thé 
trnth: and it is questionable if happlitesd 
can be made out of facts. To be tor: 
tent with them even for a day one must 
possess a stoicism, an absolute unselfish- 
ness, a serenity of intelligence possible 
only to the highest minds. Therefore a 
despairing cry goes up from suffering 
humanity.: How, it asks, can we live 
without delusions and illusions? If there 
is tiot somewhere s world where justice 
telgns, where the wicked are puritahed 
and the good rewarded, how endure thé 
abominations of human existence? Na- 
ture is unjyst and cruel. Science ends 
in the monstrous law of the survival of 
the strongest. Reasoning thus, recoiling 
from fealities as yet ill explained, they 
seek a dream, put confidence in the ee 
of sight and hope to satisfy in thé 
yond their yearning for fraternity and 
justice. 

This despairing appeal for happiness, 
rising on every side, moves me infinitely. 
Already music has responded to it, lit- 
erature is trying tosatisfy the new thirst, 
and art is changing td show its s#mpq9- 
thy. Itis the reaction against na 
ism, which is, they say, dead and buried. 
At any rate the movement is undeniable, 
It is felt in- all-the manifestations of 
mind, and unless it is taken into ac- 
count, studied and explained the out- 
look for. the morrow is hopeless. 

I, being an old and rugged positivist, 
see in all this only a halt in the march 
ahead. Indeed it is not even that, for 
our Hbraries, laboratories; amphithea 
teřs ahd schools arë not Gea@rted: What 
teassnres me most is the fact tHat thd 
social ground is unchanged. Fora new 
art to flourish, for a new belief to give 
humanity a new direction, there must 
be n new soil for them to germinate and 
grdw in. Ours is still the dem 
soil whence the Century tose, iths 
are hot resuscitated, and only a niytiol- 
ogy can be made of a dead religiori. The 
next century will affirm this one. What 
I will concede is that in literature we 
brought the horizon too near, and per- 
sonally I regret having endeavored to 
limit art to proved yerities. 

The new men, by re-extending the 
horizon, have regained possession of the 
unknown and the mysterious, and they 
have done well. Between the truths ao- 
quired through science, which are not to 
be en, and the tratha td be boi: 
qnered tomorrow from the unknowii, 
which in their turn will become immovy- 
able, there is a land of doubt and inquiry. 
This land belongs as much to literature 
as to science. Into it we can go as pio- 
neers, doing the work of precursors and 
interpreting, according to our talents, 
its unknown forces. The ideal is only 
the unexplained. It is well enough to 
invent solutions for the unknown, but 
we have no right to put in qnestion and 
so deny facts already verified. As sci- 
ence advances the ideal retreats, and it 
seems to me that this slow conquest, 

| thongh we have the melancholy certis 
tude of never knowing all, gives life ita 
only reason, its only joy. 

In these troublous days youth is told 
to believe, but nobody tells it exactly 
what to believe. Believe, they say, for 
théysake of the happiness that comes 
frém believing, and most especially be- 
lieve in order that you may learn to be» 
lieve. The advice is not bad in itself. It 
is certainly a great joy to repose upon 
the assurance given by any faith, no mast- 
ter what. The difficulty is that one can- 
not believe by being willing to do so. 
Faith is a wind that blows where it list- 
eth, and there only. 

In conclusion. let me offer you a créed 
—the creed of work. Young men, work! 
Iam aware that no counsel could be 
more banal. In every school at the end 
of every term it is given to every boy, 
and every boy hears it with indifference, 
But letme, who have never been any- 
thing except a worker, tell you the re- 
ward I have gained from the long toil 
whose effort has filled my life. The 
world was harsh to meat first. I have 
known poverty and despair. Later my 
existence was a battle, and even now the 
fight goes on and my work is questioned, 
contradi¢ted, insulted. Through it all 
my support has been incessant work, 
regular, daily, for an end never forgot- 
ten. How often have I seated myself at 
my table, tortured by some great pain, 
physical or moral! And each time, after 
the first minutes of agony, my task has 
proved a solace, has given me strength 
to continue the struggle and await the 
morrow. 

Work is the law of the world—the 
guide that leads organized matter to its 
unknown goal. Life has no other reason 
for being, and each of us is here only to 
perform his task and disappear. Calm 
comes to the most tortured if they will 
accept and complete the task they find 
nnder their hands. This,to be sure, is 
only an empirical way to live an honest 
and almost ti canquil life, butis itnothing 
to acquire moral health and by solving 
through work the question of how to 
secure on earth the greatest happiness 
thus escape from the danger of the 
dream? 

I have always distrusted chimeras, 
Ilusion is bad for-a man or a people; it 
puts an end to effort, it blinds, itis the 
vanity of the weak. To remain among 
legends, to contemn realities, to believe 
that dreaming of etrength gives force— 
we have all seen to what disasters these 
things lead. 

The only strong men are the men who 
work. Work alone gives courage and 
faith; it alone is the pacificator and the 
liberator?

~ petition from Baltimore city with hav- 


ing a good effect upon the Page-Lloyd 
combination, when as a matter of fact 
the action of outside parties attempting 
to interfere in the matter was resented 
by the whole judicial district as an im- 
proper interference. 

That Baltimore city hasan interest in 
the make-up ofthe court of appeals no 
one doubts; that the people of this cir- 
euit alone have the powerand the right 
to make the choice of the member of the 
court from this circuit cannot be doubt- 
ed. Baltimore city has no more interest 
in our judiciary than we and every oth- 
er county in the state have in the selec- 
tion of her legislative ticket, but it is to 
be hoped that no county will be so lack- 
ing in common sense as to petition the 
city what it shall do regarding the man- 
agement of its own local affairs. Al- 
though we have no doubt the counties 
could in many cases greatly improve up- 
on the city’s selections. 

The whole state is interested in the 
kind of men that Baltimore city sends 
to the legislature “to enact a proper law 
for the re-valuation of property upon 
just and equitable principles.” a law 
that will meet “popular” arid“executive” 
sanction. It is to be hoped that the next 
legislature will be able to pass such a 
“just” and “equitable” law as will meet 
“executive” favor and there will be no 
necessity for a Sun-Executive Tax Con- 
gress. 

There may be doubt in the minds of 
some that suitable men will besent from 
each and every legislative district ofthe 
state, still those capable of self-govern- 
ment will have more sense than attempt 
to make the selection for those not ca- 
pable of self-government. 

The Eastern Shore is capable of local 
self government. The people of the 
First Judicial Circuit are competent now 
as they have been in the past, of selecting 
their own judges. They have never dis- 
honored themselves by placing upon the 
bench, either in the circuit or the Court 
of Appeals, men lacking in. qualification 
in every sense of the word. 

The would-be-senators and the would- 
be-govérnors are not misrepresenting 
their constituents.

The Democratic state conyention met 
in the Academy of Music Baltimore last 
Wednesday. 

The convention was called to order by 
Chairman Compton and named Hon. 
Buchanan Schley as temporary cbair- 
man: Messrs. Clinton McCullough and 
Roger McSherry were made temporary 
secretaries. These were made perman- 
ent officers. 

The committee on resolutions sub= 
mitted a report which was. unanimous- 
ly adopted. In this report the conven:

National platform adopted by the con- 
vention at Chicago June, 1892. 

The report expresses confidence in 
thewisdom and patriotism of Cleveland’s 
administration, and sustains the presi- 
dent in his effort to have the Sherman 
law repealed. 

The re ofall federal election laws 
which v in Jadges of the Circuit 
Couris uf the United States the power 
to appoint election officers is recom- 
mended as is a revision of the tariff. 

On the subject of a new assessment 
the report says: “We recommend that 
provision shall be made at the next 
session of our General Assembly for a 
new valuation and assessment of pro- 
perty in such manner that every per- 
son in this State. or person holding pro- 
perty therein, shall constitute his pro- 
portion of public taxes for the support of 
the government according to his actual 
worth in real or persoual property, but 
that no person or interest shall be un- 
duly burdened by the weight of taxation,

German Settiors fer Maryland. 

Sixteen German families, tired of the 
droughts, cyclones and grasshoppers of 
Kansas, arrived in Baltimore last 
Wednesday night, bound for the East- 
ern Shore in search of pleasanter homes. 
About forty five persons are in the party. 

Of these seventeen are men, feurteen 
women, and the remainder children. of 
from two or three months to twelve or 
fourteen years. The men and .women 
range in Years froi tWenty to thirty 
five, And e¥erybody in the party, from 
the youngest to the oldest, was strong 
and hardy looking. | 

They left Baltimore at 5 o'olpek Thurs- 
day on the steatiner Choplank for Lewis’ 
wharf on the Nanticoke river, in Dor- 
chester county. about six milits below 
Vienna. AS 

The tract on which they will locate 
is the old Henry estate and ‘consista of 
about 1,500 acres, which were bought re- 
cently by Rev. Mr. Barkart, a Lutheran 
minister of Baltimore. The land ìs to 
be divided into twenty, forty and eighty 
acre farms, and sold to the Àat $12 
an acre, and they will have #& yefe in 
which to pay for it.

The colonists are originally from South- 
ern Russis, although they are Germans 
and Lutherans. They form the advance 
guard of agreat body of their $fellow- 
countrymen now in Kansas and in Rne- 
sia. Within a month a party! of about 
twenty families, accompanied by Rev. 
Henry Gyr, their pastor, ‘will.come in 
from Kansas, and a party of one hundred 
families is expected shortly afterward 
from Germany. And this is but the ‘be- 
ginning.

If our people would act in- 
telligently and promptly on the good ad- 
vice given in your columns there would 
be small occasion for the cry of bard 
times among the farmers of Wicomico 
county. Forthere»is no denying the 
fact that the farmers would make money 
every year if they only would grow 
enough provender of one kind and an- 
other to run their stock the year round. 
Until they do this however, and just as 
long as they spend all the profits from 
their fruit and produce crops for supplies 
they could easily raise at home, they 
will. neither progress nor stand 
stili but they will retrograde. 

Some dishonest fellows, who prefer to 
gather a living by pilfering, to earning 
a livelihood by respectable toil, have re- 
cently broken into houses and taken 
whatever could be handily transported. 
Mr. W. S. Walker, who lives near here, 
and his little daughters, went over to a 
neighbor's one night last week, and when 
they returned twenty dollars in cash, 
a part of which Mr. Walker had just re- 
ceived in payment of a debt, bad been 
stolen by » house breaker.

following cases: Trials, 58; Criminal Ap- 
pearances, 7; Criminal Continuances, 3;

The first case came up for trial Tues- 
day morning, and was an appeal ins 
tax ditch case. Thejditch was petitioned 
for by J. Mitchell Adkins and other resi- 
dents of the Fifth district. A commis- 
sion was appointed by the County Com- 
missioners, which made a :fayorable re 
port. The report was objected toby 
Mrs. Sallie A. Cannon and John W. Far- 
low, and was set aside on account of ir- 
regularities, Another commission was 
appointed and made a favorable report, 
and this was also opposed by the same 
parties, who took an appeal to the Oir- 
cuit Court. Here the case was abandon- 
ed on account of some irregularities, and 
a third commission was appointed, which 
reporten favorably. Again an appeal 
was taken to the Circuit Court, and the 
case came up for trial on Tuesday. 
Graham & Stanford appeared for the 
objectors and James E. Ellegood for the 
petitioners.

Extreme High and Low Temperatures. 

Recent scientific discoveries have made 
possible the use of higher temperatures 
than had before been reached, and the 
application of the electric current has 
given a degree of heat hitherto consid- 
ered nnattainable.

The horse barn, plans and specifica- 
tions of which are herewith given, was 
built by M. Rich of Flanagan, Ills., who 
says he would not change it in any par- 
ticular were he to rebuild it, and that it 
has been duplicated by his neighbors. 
The estimated cost is $575, although Mr. 
Rich thinks it cost somewhat more. 


HORSE BARN=SIDB ELEVETION, 

The foundatioi is of blocks of stories 
about four feet apart laid on top of the 
ground except abont the box stalls,

Honcy, Not Swarms, Wanted. 

To work.exclusively for comb honey, 
get good crops znd prevent any attempt 
at swarming ure problems ‘over which 
many ii bue had been sadly puzzled for 
years. Different platis have been tried 
with more or less success—getierally less 
—among them the plan of Simmins of 
England. He claims that bees will not 
swarm so long as they have plenty of 
opportunity to build comb between the 
brood nest and te entrance. So he puts 
sections with starters under the brood 
chamber, and when sufficiently worked 
he plates these sections above, putting 
fresh ones below. 

Mr. H. P. Langdon has patented an 
arrangemcut which is now exciting no 
little interest. The principle is te have 


the two hives standing side by side, al- | 


ternately throwing the whole field force 
into one hive, then into the other, always 
shifting the supers to the hive that has 
the bees. ‘Chis weakening at stated times 
each colony before preparations can be 
begun for swarming prevents any desire 
in that direction.

Yon can transfer or you 
can drive ont two-thirds of the bees with 
the queen into a hive with frames filled 
with foundation about the time bees bezin 
to swarm, or <s soon as they get strong 
enough put iue old hive near by the new 
one, which is to be placed on the old 
stand; then iu three weeks drive ont the 
rest of the Les and add to the new hive. 


A Hay Eake. 

To draw hay toa stack a correspond- 
ent in Farm Journal says: “Make: rale 
as follows: Take 10 scantlings 2 by 4 
inches and 10 feet long, lay them down 
on their edges about 15 inches apurt on 
the barn floor and spike or bolt across 
their centers a wide 2-inch plank. Let 
the plank cxtend over at the ends about 
a foot, and on each end fasten a hook to 
attach a whiffletree, Bevel both ends of 
scantlings sq they will not hook into the 
gronnd.
